R ome, April 12.—The pope received 
the members of the sacred college, \n ho 
congratulated the pontiff on his restora­ 
tion to health. 
In bin address to the cardinals, the

R ome, April 12.—The pope received 
the members of the sacred college, who 
congratulated the pontiff on his restora­ 
tion to health. 
In his address to the cardinals, the 
pope, after expressing gratitude to the 
deity for his restoration to health and 
his thankfulness for the proofs of affec­ 
tion from all parts of the world, warmly 
eulogized the czar’s initiative in calling 
the peace conference and expressed the 
hope th at it would lead to the settle­ 
m ent of all disputes between nations by 
moi a1 and pacific means. 
The pontiff also dwelt a t length upon 
the church’s mission of pacification, 
“ not only in the domain of conscience, 
but in the public aud social sphere, a 
mission which the church fiulfils iii pro­ 
portion with the freedom left to her 
action.”

As soon as a man is 17 y ears old he 
cannot leave (Termaiiy without s(*rving 
in the army . He can, however, get ix r 
mission to leave tho country until he is 
20 y ears old if eomehody is willing to 
give bond that he will return and serve 
his term. 
In case a man forfeits his bond he 
cannot return to his fatherland before 
he is 
45 y ears old, as he would be 
promptly arrested and sentenced to 
serve a longer term than the original 
one. After a man is 45 y ears old he can 
go back to Germany without being pun 
ished and live there as long as he lik es 
In case a deserter is caught in Ger­ 
many before he is 45 y ears old he is sen 
tenced to two or three y ears’ imprison 
ment in a fortress and all his pur.sonal 
property is confiscated. — New York 
Herald.

Anybody can emigrate from Germany 
before bf* is 17 years old without m n 
niug the risk, in case he should retain, 
of being forced to join the army, but he 
will be allowed to remain only nine 
months in Germany, ll he stays longer 
he becomes again a German citizen aud 
must do military service. 
If he leaves 
when he has been a little less than nine 
months in the country and stays away 
for two or three weeks he can return 
without running any danger and can 
stay another nine months. 
If he does 
this every nine months he can live as 
long as he likes in Germany 
As soon as a man is 17 years old he 
cannot leave Germany without serving 
in the army. He can, however, get per 
mission to leave tho country until he is 
20 years old if somebody is willing to 
give boud that he will return and serve 
his term. 
In case a man forfeits his bond he 
cannot return to his fatherland before 
he is 45 years old, as he would be 
promptly arrested and sentenced to 
serve a longer term than the original 
one. After a man is 45 years old he can 
go back to Germany without being pun 
ished and live there as long as he likes 
In case a deserter is caught in Ger­ 
many before he is 45 years old he is sen 
tenced to two or three years’ imprison 
ment in a fortress and all his personal 
property is confiscated.

Anybody can emigrate from Germans’ 
before he is 17 years old without iud I 
Ming the risk, in case he should return. J 
of being forced to join the army, but he 
will be allowed to remain only nine 
months in Germany. If he stays longer 
bt* becomes again a German citizen and 
must do military service. 
If he leaves 
when he has been a little less than nine 
months in the country and stays away 
for two or three weeks he can return 
without running any danger and can 
stay another nine months. 
If lie does 
this every nine months he can live as 
long as he likes in Germany. 
As soon as a man is 17 years old he 
cannot leave Germany without serving 
in the army. He can, however, get per 
mission to leave tho country nntil he is 
20 years old if somebody is willing to 
give boud that he will return and serve 
his term. 
In case a man forfeits his bond he 
cannot return to his fatherland before 
he is 45 years old, as he would be 
promptly arrested and sentenced to 
serve a longer term than the original 
one. After a man is 45 years old he can 
go back to Germany without being pun 
ished and live there as long as he likes 
In case a deserter is caught in Ger 
many before he is 45 years old he is sen 
tented to two or three years’ imprison 
ment in a fortress and all his personal 
property is confiscated. — New York 
Herald.

In such cases where an arrest 
has been made for such an offense the 
property owner, if at once served with a 
notice that his or her place is being used 
for such purposes, could certainly be 
convicted under the law for letting his 
property to be used for the purposes just 
named. 
“ I, for one, can say that I have en­

The Manila correspondent of the New 
York Sun. w riting under date of Fob 
15, says 
American hands are at the 
throttles of the engines of the Manila 
»nd Dago pan 
railway 
The United 
States now 
has in 
its hands seven 
m iles of the 120 m ile system, and is 
potting it to good use in m aking hourly 
trips to and from the firing line, just 
beyond Caloocan. for the purpose of 
hauling commissary supplies and need 
fills to the brave boys who swelter in 
the bot Bun all day and shiver in the 
dew s of night as they guard the tern 
tory and cut off the insurgents’ ap 
preach to the city 
“Toot! Toot!” goes the tiny locomo­ 
tive whistle, and the half dozen English 
coachee and cars. loaded down with 
boxes of cartridges, canned beef, sev­ 
eral eides of fresh meat from the re­ 
frigerator ship in the bay and a score 
or so of bine shined, brown trousered 
warriors on a few hours’ leave to visit 
town for a change of socks and a bath, 
roll out of the long station at Manila 
and down the line. 
“ Give her the high hall,” suggests 
some mischievous passenger to the be 
grimed engineer, an American volun­ 
teer, “ and see what she can make Ca 
loocan in. ” There are no major gen 
orals on board, and the engineer takes 
the dare 
The natives in the suburbs 
are almost frightened out of their senses 
at the little train whoops past, aur 
then they realize that it is the Amen 
can why of running trains. After nar 
rowly missing the corner of a slow cal 
abao cart driven carelessly across the 
road ahead of the train by a Chinaman 
and hitting a curve with force enough 
almost to jar the occupants of the flat 
car from their seats the train stops with 
a bang at the station of Caloocan just 
as the traveler begins to think it is the 
intention of the engineer to run the in­ 
surgents' lines 
It is safe to say the 
awkward little engines never realized 
what was in 
their joints until an 
American engineer, out for army serv 
ice, opened up tho steam valve 
Caloocan is the first station out on 
the railway 
It 
formerly contained 
many thousand Filipino residents, and 
its thatched buildings stretched for a 
quarter of a mile along the wagon road 
Today only charred spots and broken 
crockery mark the places where the 
Philippine huts stood, and not a resi­ 
dent of the town remains to tell how it 
all happened 
In the center of the town, 
peeping above tin* tree, stands a much 
battered stone wall. 
The ravages of 
cannon m issiles and 
bursting shells 
from Dewey's ships in the bay appear 
alm ost everywhere. 
The monitor Mo- 
nadnock used tho church for a target 
for quite aw hile that Friday afternoon 
.and dropped a 13 inch fellow squarely 
^brough the corner of the edifice into 
the interior 
It made the church look 
as if it bad been taken up and shaken 
to pieces 
The inhabitants of the city 
who were huddled w ithin who were not 
killed hastened to escape.

that shell was tho prime mover for the 
evacuation of the city for regions far

The waters of the hay ap 
pear through the trees near by, but it 
must have been 
fully two m iles to 
where they were deep enough to float

The altar of the 
church and all the decorations of the 
interior are today a wreck, and the sol­ 
diers have cleared out several corners 
in which to sleep during odd hours 
By some strange foresight all the 
buildings of the railroad company, an 
English concern, were saved, although

pany had qnite a little rolling stock at 
Caloocan and the Americans captured 
most of it intact inside of the large 
brick buildings The railway station, a 
tw o story brick affair, was also saved 
Before fleeing for the hack country the j 
Filipinos many of them, fired their !

American lines only by a long, narrow 
road 
The insurgents are able to enter 
the city from the rear, hut from all re 
ports from scouting parties the people 
of Maintain are going the other way

probably contains several

and monastery 
The place is situated on 
a peninsula and lying directly on the 
shore of the hay it is easy prey for the

this point rests the entire fabric of the 
prosecution’h ease. 
Should Judge Bid­ 
dle decide the point well taken the com­ 
monwealth s case will necessarily col­ 
lapse. 
In order to secure the most effective 
presentation of this phase of the defense 
Mr. Quay brought to his aid the skill oi 
David T. Watson of Pittsburg, one of 
the ablest attorneys in Pennsylvania, 
and ranking in fact with tin* l»est in the 
country. 
Mr. Watson spoke on his sub­ 
ject for nearly two hours and had tilt' 
almost breathless attention of a room 
tilled with the legal lights of the local 
and state bar. 
Many of those lawyers 
expressed the opinion that Mr. Watson 
made a very strong argument, what its 
effect will be upon tin judge remains to 
be seen.

The closing session of Presbytery met 
in the Second U. P. church last evening 
at 7 :30 o'clock. The service was largely 
attended, and no less interesting than 
those held Monday 
night and 
dar­ 
ing yesterday. 
T h e service was opened 
by devotional exercises, conducted by 
Moderator Hanna, of Steuben Ville. 
The report of the financial secretary 
was read as follow s: 
Assessment for 
1899, $8,591 52; contributions. $7,036.22, 
leaving a balance of $1,455.30 yet to be 
paid. 
Of the various congregations 15 
have fallen short of the payment of the 
assessment,while six congregations have 
overpaid. 
The amount overpaid by the 
latter amounts to $111 ll. 
The matter 
was discussed at length by members of 
Presbytery, as were various plans for 
collecting money for the fund. 
The financial agent said the Presby­ 
tery fund was very low, there being but 
$2.84 in the treasury, while last year 
$17.42 was available. 
An assessment of 
IO cents a year for eaeh member of the 
various 
churches 
was 
made. 
The 
amount received in this way will be 
converted into this fund. 
Rev. L. L. Grey, of Knoxville, ad­ 
dressed the conference on "The Great 
Commission.” The speaker in part said : 
"The first great missionary was Christ. 
He left his home and went out in the 
world to seek and save those who were 
deep in sin aud lost. 
If you have been 
saved by Christ, Christ in turn expects 
yon to go and bring others out of sin 
into the great light 
He commanded 
men to go into all parts of the world 
and preach the gospel.” 
"The opportunity and the demand for 
aggressive missionary operations” was 
the subject of Rev. W. B. Campbell, of 
Calcutta. 
He sa id : 
"Christ’s first 
command to men was for them to follow 
him and he would make them fishers 
of men. 
What place in the history of 
the church has been given to mission­ 
aries. 
Many false methods have been 
employed 
for 
the 
advancement 
of 
Christendom with results according to 
the work. 
But the golden cord has uot 
yet been broken. 
God commanded that 
men should go to the uttermost parts of 
the earth and preach, and the command 
has been responded to very largely. 
The opportunity for missionary work 
is large, but dunug the past few years 
the fields have been partly covered by 
workers 
The lesson of the age is ‘Go 
work in my vineyard.’ 
Every genera­ 
tion has its call of providence. 
God 
shapes history in the interests of his 
church ” 
The second clause of the subject, 
"The Reflex Influence of Missions,’’was 
discussed at length by Rev. S. P. Bar- 
riokman, of Salineville. 
In part he 
said: 
"God above all others was seek­ 
ing as he was instructed to save souls. 
The church and the people at large need 
God’s blessings. 
How shall we secure 
that blessing? 
Some say to pray for 
more enlarged and abundant gifts from 
heaven, others say pray for influence. 
The direction in whioh we ought to 
look for increased strength is to increase 
our giving instead of receiving. 
This 
is the direction in which we must look 
sooner or later 
The Bible states that 
it is more blessed to give than receive, 
aud that the one talent shall be increased 
by others. 
We should open our hearts. 
This will bring upon the church what 
she desires 
There is no profit in mis­ 
sions. 
It is bread cast upon the waters 
so far as worldly wisdom goes. It is the , 
church’s truest devotion to |God, the! 
missiouarv work. 
"How Quicken the Spirit of Missions” ! 
was discussed by Rev. M. B. Patterson, 
of West Beaver. He spoke of ooutribnt* I 
mg to the missiouarv cause not only for 
the good that would result from such 
giving hut for the results that we our­ 
selves would obtain. "We are witnesses 
of God and we should boof the best aud 
do our work better thau any other we 
do. 
The spirit of missions is the spirit 
of love, and the love for souls is the 
foundation of the entire work.” 
Rev. J. O. Taggart, of the First U. P. 
church, presented a resolution asking 
the 
General 
assembly to 
assist as 
much as possible in the extension of 
mission work in Egypt. 
One person 
voted against it. 
The report of the committee on by- 
laws, which met in the morning, was 
received. 
The reading of the minutes 
of the various meetings followed by 
Clerk Joseph Buchanan, of Steuben­ 
ville. 
The next meeting of Presbytery will 
be held in Scroggsfield June IS aud 15. 
The congregation was dismissed by 
Reverend Hanna.

Anybody can emigrate from Germany 
before he is IT years old without inn 
ping the risk, in case he should return. 
of being forced to join the army, but he 
will be allowed to remain only nine 
months in Germany, ll he stays longer 
he becomes again a German citizen and 
must do m ilitary service. 
If he leaves 
when he has been a little leas than nine 
m ouths in the country and stays away 
for two or three weeks he can return 
without running any danger and can 
stay another nine months. 
If he does j 
this every nine months he can live as ; 
long as he likes in Germany. 
As soon as a man is 17 years old he 
cannot leave Germany w ithout serving 
in the army. He can, however, get per 
mission to leave the country ant ii he is 
20 years old if somebody is willing to 
give boud that he will return aud serve 
bis term. 
In case a man forfeits his bond he 
cannot return to his fatherland before 
he is 45 years old, as he would be 
promptly arrested and sentenced to 
serve u longer term than the original 
one. After a man is 45 years old he can 
go back to Germany without being pun 
ished and live there as long as he likes 
In case a deserter is caught in Ger­ 
many before he is 45 years old he is sen 
tented to two or three years’ imprison 
ment in a fortress and all his personal 
property is confiscated. — New York 
Herald.

The natives in the suburbs 
are almost frightened out of their senses 
ss the little train whoops past, aud 
then they realize that it is the Am eri­ 
can way of running trains. After nar 
rowly missing the corner of a slow cal 
abao cart driven carelessly across the 
road ahead of the train by a Chinaman 
and hitting a curve with force enough 
almost to jar the occupants of the flat 
car from their seats the train stops with 
a bang at the station of Caloocan .inst 
as the traveler begins to think it is the 
intention of the engineer to run tin* in­ 
surgents' lines 
It is safe to say the 
awkward little engines never realized 
w hat was in 
their joints until an 
American engineer, out for army scrv 
ice, opened up the steam valve 
Caloocan is the first station out on 
the railway 
It formerly contained 
many thousand Filipino residents, aud 
its thatched buildings stretched for a 
quarter of a mile along the wagon road 
Today only charred spots and broken 
crockery mark the places where the 
Philippine lints stood, and not a resi 
dent of the town remains to tell how it 
all happened 
In the center of the town. 
peeping above the tree, stands a milch 
battered stone wall 
The ravages of 
cannon missiles and 
bursting shells 
from Dewey’s ships in the hay appear 
almost everywhere. 
The monitor Mo- 
uadnock used the church for a target 
for quite awhile that Friday afterneon 
ainl dropped a 13 inch fellow squarely 
through the corner of the edifice into 
the interior 
It made the church look 
as if it had been taken up aud shaken 
to pieces 
The inhabitants of the city 
who were buddled within who were not 
hilled hastened to escape 
It is said 
that shell was the prime mover for the 
evacuation of the city for regions far 
ther north 
The waters of the bay ap 
pear through the trees near by. but it 
must have been 
fully two miles to 
where they were deep enough to float 
the navy boul ha rd era 
The altar of the 
church and all the decorations of tile 
interior are today a wreck, and the sol­ 
diers have cleared out several corners 
in which to sleep during odd hours 
by some strange foresight all the 
buildings of the railroad company, an 
English concern, were saved, although 
th**y were hit several times by the shells 
of the iHimharding artillery 
The com­ 
pany had quite a little rolling stock ut 
Ca loot's n and the Americans captured 
most of it intact inside of tho large 
brick buildings Tho railway station, a 
two story brick affair, was also saved 
before fleeing lur the hack country the 
Filipinos many of them, tired their 
holists to keep the United States soldiers 
from having the pleasure of doing so 
The town of Mutation lies across I.OOO 
yards of marsh which is dally soaked 
bv tile tides and is accessible from the 
American lines only by a long, narrow 
road 
The insurgents are able to * utei 
the city from the rear but from all re 
ports from scouting parties the people 
of Ma la law are going tin* other way 
The town 
probably contains several 
thousand 
inhabitants and much tine 
property tin biding of course, a church 
and monastery The plain is situated on 
a peninsula and lying directly on the 
abort of the bay it ut aa ny prey for the 
guns of tin* navy

out the day constructing earthworks 
At night the air is alive with the long 
range bullets of the Filipinos, but tin*

The railroad passes through the lines 
and takes a long -hoot straight for the 
woods a mile away 
Plenty of’ precan 
tions have been taken to prevent the in 
surgents using ‘lie rolling stock at their 
er*l of the line to ride into Caloocan on. 
k . is I by fixing th - bridge a Ow hundred 
yards down the line 
This job was done 
in the dead of the night and consisted 
in removing a rail or two. 
The length of the present term of in ­ 
activity seems to be measured by the 
time it will take reinforcem ents, now 
jii the ocean, to arrive iii the bay 
In 
the meantime the boys are doing what 
they call campaigning proper 
In tile 
machine shops and roundhouse at Ca 
toucan mechanics of the engineer corps 
are tinkering and mending the locomo­ 
tives they found there. Telegraph lines 
have long ago connected the various 
field stations of the brigadier officers. 
Old pieces of tin roofing* are gathered 
by the men in the trenches to place over 
bamboo cross poles resting on the earth 
bank to keep them from the glaring 
rays of the sun in the day time and to 
afford shelter from the dew and bullets 
at night 
Company messes are cooked 
anywhere a few yards to the rear of 
where each company is doing duty and 
are served with ants and ashes. 
The small dummy railroad 
which 
parallels the Manila and Dagnpan rail­ 
way as far as Caloocan 
and 
then 
branches off to the left toward Malabon, 
has been dubbed “ the 
Kansas and 
Utah Short Line” by the enthusiastic 
fighters who patronize it daily to and 
from fbi* city 
It is named in honor of 
the Twentieth Kansas volunteer regi 
inent and 
the Utah 
light artillery 
Trench work at the left of the stupen­ 
dous firing line of the Americans about 
Manila up to date has been decidedly 
easy 
W ith two lines of railways con­ 
necting the camps with the city and 
with all the labor of buffalo cart trans­ 
portation of supplies removed it could 
hardly be otherwise. 
It is likely that 
the railway will prove an invaluable 
means of supply when re-enforcements 
arrive and the march toward Malolos. 
up the country, is commenced. 
Curious relics of the war are those 
possessed by several members of the 
Twentieth Kansas regiment of volun­ 
teers. which was the prime factor in 
the capture of Caloocan 
They are the 
wooden guns with which the Filipinos 
armed the spare members of their 
army 
In appearance they are nothing 
more than the broomstick gun impro­ 
vised by many of America’s young 
hopefuls for use in their sham battles 
After (basing insurrectos until they 
were tired the Kansas men fell back to 
look over the destruction they had ac­ 
complished and found the little toys ly­ 
ing about the hastily deserted flenches 
At first it occurred to them that there 
must have been children in the tiring 
line 
Some were used for firewood to. 
cook the camp messes that night, but 
several were saved. 
inquiry among the Spaniards devel­ 
oped tho fact that it has long been the 
custom of the Filipinos to make up 
their deficit iii firearms by supplying 
wooden guns to men who appear in 
ranks and do what they can by their 
appearance to frighten the enemy by 
show of numbers. 
Sometimes the toy 
guns are fitted with a strip of bamboo, 
one end of which is lifted clear from 
the gunstock and dropped, making a 
popping noise like tho hitting of a 
Mauser bullet 
The plucky insurrectos 
crawled through tho grass toward the 
Spanish lines during tho night and, 
after shielding themselves from harm, 
made the popping sounds which made 
the Spaniards believe they were being 
attacked 
It is a peculiar fact that scarcely any 
of tho dead insurgents picked up by the 
Americans had their firearms with 
them 
It is likely that the men with 
wooden guns watched their opportunity 
to seize the guns of fallen comrades 
and thus won their way into the fight­ 
ing ranks 
It is reported that a couple 
of wooden camion were found mounted 
near the trenches deserted at Caloocan 
All these things show that the insur­ 
gents are short of arms, and several 
things have pointed to the fact that 
they are also well out of am m unition 
! Mauser and Remington cartridges have 
been found by our soldiers, aud exami­ 
nation showed that they had been fired 
; once aud reloaded 
The powder cham­ 
ber of each shell was only partially till 
cd, and the remaining space was Stuffed 
with paper 
The shortage of powder 
probably explains the re&sou the Fili 
I piuos failed to fire a couple of old mu* 
zle loading cannon they had at Caloo

“ In the reorganization of the force 
h* th Cubans and Spaniards have been 
employed.

14 detectives. 
They report for roll call 
every morning a n d receive their assign 
in en 11? for the d a y . The principal work 
they are e n g a g e d in at present is the 
looking u p of murders a n d robberies 
They have been successful, a n d a num ­
